EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-33 and 36 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claims 4 and 36 are the inclusion of the limitations of a magnetic 
mounting assembly for use in detachably mounting a device to a rounded ferromagnetic surface 
of a liquid storage tank having legs that are spaced from one another to provide clearance 
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therebetween; the legs being substantially equidistant from one another and the legs forming less 
than or equal 50% of a notional periphery of the assembly. The closest reasonable Prior Art 
reference is US 4,390,309 to Fangmann which discloses a magnetic mounting assembly (see Fig. 
2 below) capable of being detachably mounted to a rounded ferromagnetic surface, however does 
not provide any teaching to the specific notional periphery of contact, and nor does other Prior 
Art provide any motivation to do so.
